Commission deadlocks on whether to 
settle $12, 000 code enforcement lien

The Pahokee commission will 
readdress the issue of code 
enforcement liens ` against 
property: іп the city at-their 
next regular meeting July 11 
after commissioners reached a 
stalemate during discussion of 
a Gardengate Drive property 
with. $12,000 in fines levied 


against it. О 
. Pahokee ,realtor Curtis 
‘Thompson approached the 


commission . representing a 


~ client who has purchased the 


property at 128 Gardengate. 
Mr. Thompson said’ his client 


“had purchased the property in 


a foreclosure sale, following the 
déath of the original property 
owner, and was unaware that 
$12,000 in fires’ Гог. code 
enforcement violations: had 
been levied against it. 

“It apparently goes back to 
March of last year-the house 


“was cited for high weeds and 


grass. My client purchased it, at 


foreclosure sale in August, 1 


cleaned it ир and has kept it. 
clean“ since,* Mr. Thompson 
said, adding that һе $250 per 
day fines, totalling $12,000 aré 
a little high, since the new 
owner ‘has’ purchased it ‘and 
cleaned it up. 

Code enforcement board 
member Diane Walker said the 
original property owner was 
initially assessed $50' a day, 
and the fines increased to $250 
a day when the violations were 
not addréssed.

City Attorney 
Michael Staudér said the liens 
should have-been noted by the 
bank-dufing.the foreclosure 
sale or'as part of a title search 
on the property.

arid is planning to rehabilitate 
it. After a lengthy discussion, 
commissioner Babb suggested 
the city could waive a portion of 
the liens ‘while recouping the 
administrative expenses 
incurred һу the city in 
recording the liens, "There's по 
way І Сап see that we can 
waive the total Tine," Mr. 
Singletary said, noting-that in 
the past the'city has settled for 
10 percent of the fine's total.

City of Belle 
Glade may shut 


off water to 
Glades Glen 


City officials voted to 


cut water if bill isn’t 
paid in 30 days

When residents at the Glades 
Glen housing complex get up 
one morning in early August to 
take a shower they-may find 
themselves without water. 

Belle. Glade City Commis- 
sioners voted Monday night to 
cut off the water' supply to 
Glades Glen, located on SR 80 
across from Okeechobee 
Center, if management didn't 
pay their long overdue water 
bill. 

The apartment-complex is on 
one master. meter and, resi- 
dents pay for water service as 
part of their rent. The Glades 
Glen Management Company 
owes over $400,000 in past due 
water bills to the city. 

City. Finance Director Dave 
Wood inet with officials of the 
complex in April to discuss the 
problem, but the city has yet to 
receive any money. 

“We really wanted to work 
with them,” said Маус: Нагта 


Miller, “but the only way I 
think we're going to get them to 
do anything is to do this." 

Commissioner Mary Ross 
Wilkerson made the motion to 
discontinue water service to 
Glades Glen if payment is not 
made in 30 days. 

Vice Mayor D. Bill Mathis, 
who seconded the motion, 
saying he sympathizes with the 
tenants who have paid their 
water bills to management, but 
something had to be done. 

It was noted that the tenants 
would also be given notice of 
the water cutoff. Glades Glen 
Management Company: could 
not be reached for comment. 

In other business, city 
officials also agreed to give 
notice to the City of South Bay 
that they too were going to be 
cut off from some services. The 
city will no longer, provide 
backup fire protection service. 

South Bay officials were sent 
а letter on May 12 asking them 
to reimburse the City of Belle 
Glade’ for past services and 
giving South Bay a schedule of 
costs for future services.

Jt was ‘the 
phone call, 
The one no 
parent ever 
wants to get.

© “You should come on in here,” 
the voice opined. “Right away.” 

Judy didn't start shaking 
until she had hung up the 
phone. She felt like she was 
floating, almost in a daze, as 
she skirted past her co-work- 
ers. 

“I gotta во.” These were the 

e only words that she could 
muster. 

Trauma Room 3 was bustling 
with activity. The beehive level 
of action áround the table in 
the center of the room was in

eerie contrast to the motion-, 
léssness of the young "man's 
bleeding body that occupied the 
table. 

Emergency physician Tammy 
Cortez was firing questions and 
orders in rapid succession. 

“Any blood pressure yet?" 

“Where's that X-ray?” 

*Get another IV lirie started 
over here," 5 

“Can we get more pressure on 
this bleeder?” 

Four nurses, two X-ray tech- 
nicians, and a respiratory ther- 
apist worked shoulder to shoul- 
der. The trauma surgeon fin- 
ished placing another tube 
through the young man's chest 
wall. 

The team was 22 minutes 
into this battle now, and some 
were beginning to get discour- 
aged. Things just didn't look 
good. No real blood pressure. 

Judy kept telling herself to be 
careful, to stay within the 
speed limit, to remain calm; 
After all, millions of people go 
to the ER, and usually it's no 


big deal. The voice on the phone 
didn't say that her son was 
“critical,” or that he was dying, 
just that he had been injured. 
She couldn't believe that the 
phone call had really been for 
her. 

She pushed her SUV through 
the light just as it turned red, 
and hurried up the ramp onto

quickly. Fifteen miles to go.

“Ma’am! Wait! Wait!” 

Judy was already in. In a sin- 
gle instant, she saw bright 
lights, she heard moaning from 
the room next to her, and she 
saw several people strolling out 
of a room labeled “Trauma 
Room 3.” 

Some in this group were toss- 
ing masks and gowns into a 
hamper next to the doorway. 
One young woman in nursing 
scrub clothes was crying. 

Although she didn’t know 
that the man in front of her 
was the trauma surgeon, Judy 
heard his words quite clearly as 
she came directly up in front of 
him. 

“I'm calling it at 11:33,” he 
said as he 'squinted at his 


physician 


watch. He started to say anoth- 

er word, but. was stopped 

abruptly when he looked up 

into the terror and fear of’ 
Judy's face. 

Her eyes were wide, she was 
breathing hard, her hahds and 
legs were vibrating. She stared 
at the surgeon, wishing, hoping 
that he was referring to some- 
one else's son. 

More than a third of patient 
visits to ER's in this coufitry 
are due to injuries. Injury is the 
fourth leading killer of Ameri- 
cans, and is the single greatest, 
cause of death before the age of 45. 

With nearly 150,000 deaths 
fróm trauma in this country 
annually, the economic burden 
($100 billion each year) and the 
number of years of life lost 
before age 65 (4.1 million) are 
staggering. The emotional toll 
is not calculable.

Farm Bureau ‘commends Gov. 


Florida Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation (FFBF) has commended 
Gov. Jeb Bush for signing into 
law SB 1114. The bill contains 
measures that will help the' 
state's farmers and ranchers 
continue to operate in the face 
of a three-year drought, diffi- 
cult market conditions and 
increasing urbanization. 

“Many of our state's farmers 
and ranchers were anxiously 
awaiting the Governor's action 
on this bill," said Carl B. Loop, 
Jr, president of the Florida 
Farm Byreau Federation. “By 
signing 58114, he has sig- 
nalled concern for our. state's 
beleaguered agricultural com- 
munity." 
^ Florida farmers and ranchers 
are facing estimated crop loss- 
es of approximately $188 mil- 
lion as a result of the drought, 
which shows no signs of abat- 
ing. According to the Florida. 
Department of Agriculture, and 
Consumer Services (FDACS), 
Florida farmers have lost 80 
percent of their pastures and 
up to 100 percent of their cot- 
ton, soybeans, corn, watermel- 
ons, hay and some vegetables. 


In addition, a severe wildlife egroups that “oppose private 


condition exists throughout 
much of the state, endangering 
farms, forests and homes. 

The legislation signed by the 
Governor will lead to creation 
of à disaster loan program that 
will help agricultural produc- 
ers Who are eligible for other 
state/federal disaster assis- 
tance programs. The measure 


"will also improve the state's 


response to citrus canker, 
which threaténs the future of 
the state's citrus industry. 

"The battle against citrus 
canker has been under-funded 
from the beginning," Loop said. 
"This additional -funding was 
considered absolutely essential 
by FDCAS and the entire cit- 
rus industry.” 

The bill protects farmers’ and 
ranchers’ right to. continue 
farming | by eliminating 
duplicative and conflicting 
rules and regulations from 
multiple levels of government. 
It also provides some legal pro- 
tection. to producers who use 
pesticides according to regula- 
tions. 

"The ‘Governor stood up to 
some intense pressure from 


property rights," Loop said. 
"There were many untrue 
statements made about the 
content and intent of the bill. 


‘The Governor deserves our 


praise and thanks for seeing 
through the smoke screen that 
was thrown up in an attempt to 
scuttle the Right to Farm pro- 
visipns contained in this bill."

portation nightmare must have 
been obvious to those frustrat- 
ed motorists stuck in traffic. As 
they sat in the north-bound 
lanes behind a seemingly: 
never-ending line-up of cars, 
the south-bound lanes were 
wide open. 

And why not? No one was 
traveling south and everyone, 
it seemed, was going north. The 


‘solution seemed simple: Why 


not turn thóse south-bound 
lanes of the Florida Turnpike or 
Interstate 95 into north-bound 
lanes? 

It was hardly a new idea. 
Following the large evacuation 
prompted by . Hurricane 
Andrew in 1992, B.T. Kennedy, 
the former head of emergency 
management in Palm ,Beach 
County, suggested the lane 
reversal proposal. 

The response from state offi- 
cials was not encouraging. It 
would be a logistical night- 
mare, they said. We don't have 
the man-power to handle the 
hundreds of miles of road, they 
said.

If you do have to evacuate, 
hurricane planners recommend 
a short trip. Instead of driving 
to Orlando or Georgia, officials 
suggest you stay with a friend 
or relative several miles from * 
the coast. 

1f, on the other hand, you do 
want to evacuate to Orlando or 
Georgia, officials recommend 
you leave early, well before the 
crush of traffic. 

Still for most of us, the best 
place to be when a hurricane 
makes landfall, is home sweet 
home.

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Busch Sanctuary teaches Belle Glade снай about Florida wildlife -

Barbara Galaff, a volunteer from 
The Busch Wildlife Sanctuary in 
Jupiter, and her daughter, Cami 
gave Belle Glade children the 
opportunity to learn about six dif- 
ferent native Florida animals dur- 
ing a presentation at the Belle 
Glade Municipal ^ Library 
Wednesday. 

The Busch Wildlife Santuary at 
2500 Jupiter Park Drive in Jupiter 
is a non-profit, educational-based, 
wildlife care facility dedicated to 
bringing wildlife and people togeth- 
er to develop community aware- 
ness of the value and diversity of 
Florida's natural resources. The 
Sanctuarys wildlife rehabilitation 
program provides comprehensive 
medical and rehabilitative care to 
thousands of sick, injured, and 
orphaned wild animals each year. 

Ms. Galaff and her daughter 
showed the children three birds of 
prey, three reptiles and two mam- 
mals from the facility's rehab cen- 
ter, described their distinctive habi- 
tat” and survival skills and 
explained how the animals came to 
live at the sanctuary 

Each of the animals have spe- 
cialized body parts and skills to 
help them find food in the wild, Ms. 
Саја explained. The bard owl, for 
example, has large eyes, giving it 
excellent night vision, and can turn 
its whole head. around, to compen- 
sate for its lack of peripheral vision. 
The birds body and wings are 
largely composed of very soft, fluffy 
feathers, giving it the ability to fly 
virtually noiselessly while haihting 
prey. The red-shouldered hawk, by 
contrast, has excellent eyesight 


*'. and can see long distances in great 


detail, able to spot prey from a mile 
away. Because it can fly and strike 
swiftly, it doesn't need.the special 


quiet flying, skills of the owl, Ms. . 


Саја explained. 

Each of the animals she brought 
to exhibit tothe children had been 
injured or. abandoned. The bard 
owl, “Full Moon" or “Moony”, came 
to the center after being stuck by a 
car, leaving his right wing so badly 
damaged that it had tę be ampu- 
tated. Alex, - the red-shouldered 
hawk, was brought to the. center 
after soméone had shot him, taking 

“off the end of his wing, making one 
shorter than the other. The endan- 
gered Crested Caracara ог 
Mexican Eagle, which is found in 
Florida only around Lake 
Okeechobee, suffered nerve dam- 
age in its left wing after being 
struck by a car, Marci the 
Marcupial, the center's oppossum,

' Releasing a gill-hooked fish 


By Jim Moynagh 

Fish hooked in the gullet or gill- 
arches can be released successfully 
with a little care. If you-realize the 
fish is deep-hooked, it isa good idea 
to hand-land it. The less you swing 
ог stress the fish the better. Next, 
try and approách the hook with 


your "'needle-nose pliers, through 
the gills, instead of the’ mouth. 
Gently grasp the hook and remove 
with as little damage as possible. 
‘Usually: this “back door” method 
minimizes the wound. 

If the hook is down in the gullet, 
it, too, can be dislodged by coming 


through the gill slits. Clamp down 
on the hook and roll pliers in the 
appropriate direction. Both of the 
above are better than leaving the 
hook to fester a potentially lethal 
infection. -
